Mr. Qaom H. Jerome then read a paper enlltlsd, “Homathlnc 
about oor farm, tboaa who work It, and an appropriation.” 


No dlacuaaloD followed, and the prealdent ordered tbe reading 
of h peper entitled "Experience In stocking Iowa waters with 
naUve flab,” by Mr. B. F. Shaw. 

Ma- Math«b—T he practices complained of by Mr. Shaw In 
bU paper are not peculiar to the locality In which he finds them. 
In tbe East Ahe flabermen dUpUy the same Indifference to fish 
preservation, they want tbe last flab In tbe waters to turn Into 
mouey, and they want them now. All thought of next acaaon la 
bautshed. The market men are beginning to Uke bold of It, and 
since Mr. Blackford’s connection with the American Flshcultural 
AaaocUtion, many of the Fulton Market dealers had joined that 
aoelety, aud they were already advocaUng the exclusion of some 
fish when under a certain size from their oiarketa. 

Ma Faibbank— I would ask tbe local press of Chicago to pub¬ 
lish Hr. Hhaw’s valuable paper entire. 

Mr. Mather objected to papers leaving tbe hands of tbe secre¬ 
tary, as tbey might be cut to suit tbe space of tbe newspapers, 
and hla experience with printers showed that original manuscrint 
was difficult to regain. 

Tbe president then sent It to the office of tbe Cuicaoo Fixld, 
who returned It In tbe form of printed slips which were ruroished 
to the reporters, and which append lo fuU In the Chicago Inttr- 
Octan, the Chicago Timet and the Chicago Tribune reported It 
entire. 

The accreUry then Announced a paper by Dr. Theodatus Gar- 
lick, whose friends claimed for bIm the honor of being the first 
American flehcullurlst, and explained that the Doctor' was now 
In hla seventy-fifth year and-bad been prostrated for years with 
chronic spinal meningitis, and that In a private letter be bad 
added, “ Ton need not be surprised lo hear of my death at any 
Ume.” A paper beaded ” The Birth of Flehculture In America” 
by Dr. Garlick, was then read and waa several times Interrupted 
by applause. 

Judge Potteb. —There Is no doubt of tbe correctness of the 
statements coutalnod In the foregoing paper and an attempt has 
been made to give the credit to another, but the stateiiiente of 
Dr. Bachman In the light of tbe present day are as falsa as they 
are ridiculous. We know positively tha! dried fish eggs have 
lost their vitality, and there Is no poaslblllty of mistake abont It. 
Some gentlemen may think that It is a small matter who has tha 
credit of such work, and It may be to them, but to those who 
have performed this work and fought It Into public notice until fish 
culture baa assumed Ita present proportions It is a great matter. 
To rob a man of the credit of the good he has done Is as bad as to 
rob bim of bis cash, and there have been several false claims made 
in American flehculture. I know that Dr. Garlick practiced tbe 
method of dry Impregnation, but he never published It, and so it 
has passed, as his modesty has forbidden him to press tbe claim; 
but as 6000 as the Russiaos published It a mao spiiogs up and 
claims to have practiced It for three yeire, and deliberately and 
without any sense of shame, publicly says he hid It from hla 
fellows for hla own pecuniary gain, and further I have read of 
hla bragging In a gathering of flsbculturisu that he purposely de¬ 
ceived a fellow worker In taking spawn In a pau full of water 
while pretending to show him his method. 

1 cry shame ou such a man; he baa no business In meetings of 
flshcuUurists who are unselfishly striving for the public good 
and yet he Is continually flaunUng hla claims In tbe face of tbe 
public through the newspapers. 

Mr. A. Booth here made some remarks on nets and the fisheries 
of tbe Great Lakes, which are so valuable that we will uot attempt 
to cut them to fit our space, but will give them entire in a future 
Issue, as well as the discussion following. 

Ur. R. O. Sweeny then read " A plea for protecting aud slock- 
log the Mississippi river system.’' 

Mb Faibdank —Is it possible for Congress to abolish pound- 
nets 1 

Mb. Boom—The pound-net men would oppose It as a ruinous 
measure to them. They understand its destructiveness, but 
might be paid to relinquish their rlghu, this would be better, 
cheaper and easier to accomplish tbau by fighting them 
A resoIuUon waa here offered by Mr. J. G. Portman that this 
society confer with tbe Michigan Sportsmen’s Asaoclatlon upon 
this subject. 

Mb. Shaw—I see no use In conferring; we bad best conalder the 
question and act. 

Db. Pabkbk hid Investigated the gill and pound-nets. Fisher¬ 
men denounce the kind of net not lo use by themselves He dis¬ 
agreed with the views of Mr. Booth, aud described a pound-net 
by diagram. 

Mu. Faibbimk— He has described a perfect Instrument for de¬ 
stroying fish; they Uke whltcflsb of six inches Hi length, tliou- 
sauds of boxes are smoked and sold as herrlug every yesr In this 
city. 

Dk. Swebbi— I have seen wlnrows of small flsb decaying on 
the shores of Lake Superior, and when I complained, waa told to 
keep my Jaw abut or they would Interfere with and ruin our whole 
flsb bualnesa. 

Mr. Keu^o thought that Dr. Parker was mIsUkeii about tbe 
poaalbIHty of getting theaiaall Hsh out of the pound-neta. He bad 
peraon^ly tried to do thla, and alwava failed. He could not 
even drive the flab back llmougb the ’’tunnel” of the net. He 
believed that a remedy waK to fine those who brought email fish 
to shore. 

Mb. Shaw thought that If a lltUe pains were token, tbn spawn 
01 tbe flsb migbt be Impregnated as they were token from the 
neU, and turned back Into the water. Self-Interest ought to 
pr^pt fishermen to endeavor to propagate flab In this way. 

Mk. Cl4UK Mid tfait there were but few eggs in those flsb 
caught lo glU-oeU. He wanted to know how herring would bo 
caught If tbe use of the pound-neta waa not allowed. 

Mb. 8baw bad llsbed for whIUBah, and tliougbt tbat moat of 
them were token In tbe spawning season. 

Mb. Booth dented this, and said they were caught every day. 
Mb. 8haw stated tbat each female contained from fifteen to a 
hundred thonaand eggs, and If the fishermen were educated to 
hatch them and compelled to do eo It would be well. 

Mb. Clark said tbat tbe gill nets catch fiah which are spawning 
on the reefs, the pounds are not on tbe reefs where the spawning 
grounds are, only one-tbird of them are spawning. If we do 
away with pounds how will we catch the herringl 
Mb. Booth. Tbe Ash from the gill nets are best because they 
come from deep water, while the pounds catch fish from near 
shore and In warmer water. The whllrflsh are only tpawnlnff 
about six weeks. I would ask what Is the value of tbe herring 
aa compared to the Immense numbers and size of the whltefisht 
Mb. CXabk. Of course they are not so valuable, but are eaten 
In considerable numbers. 

Mr. Booth ibonght tbat In five yaars the whiteflsh would be aa 
dear as brook trout. o oo mm 

Mb. Clark would bare a close Ume tor all nets, and « |to have 
them licensed and registered. 

Mb. Pobtmam thought there ehould be b close time for all 
DuerlM. 

Mh. Kbuakki waaln favor of giving tba fiabermanall hto righto, 
while i^tecUng the Intereiti of the peqple In the fish. IwldT 
ui.!^ DeUolt River, they have to suUoo a man to see tbat tha 
Ml^lgao law U enforced reqalrlng apewo- to he retnrned to the 
water.

Indeed, 
their value to the earl; ploneera and aettlera, bnahwhacklng their 
wa; to the terra incognita of their drearoa, la almoat outalde the 
limit of computation. And to that great boat of their followera, 
who have paved, ao to apeak, the track of empire, the; have 
proven aourcea of reliance and Indlapenaable aide to their achlev- 
menta. In the work M aettlement, national expanalon and 
growth. It la nndenlabi; true that the lakea and the river auppl; 
haa been a large factor—a factor that haa nut bad to be clothed 
nor fed, and aaklng no dlvldenda, It baa In large degree contribu¬ 
ted to thoae grand realixatlona In which ever; Weatem man 
clalma a ahare, and of which each la Juatl; proud. 

Now, equall;well, too, la It known lhat theae lakea and tbIa 
river are In a large degree nnfrultful and barren, aa contraated 
with their old-time Aah anppllea. Of the canaea which have con- 
aplred to produce thia lamentable condition of thlnga It la not 
now material to enquire. The great and unwelcome fact con- 
fronta ua and will not down. The evil confeaaed, the cure, the 
appl;log remedy bccomea the abaorblng thing of value and of 
Intereat. Recover;, reatorallon It believed, b; all who have 
given the matter their careful Inveatlgatlon, to be poealble, 
practicable. Admitting the truth hereof, wladum abould apeak 
with bnt one tongue, demanding that the WQrk of recover; be 
not delayed a alngle aeaaon longer. Pew thlnga. If any, are 
much, or well mended by delay. The mending proceaaea, of 
whatever character they may be, whether of penal aUtntea or of 
appropriatlona, or both, abould be brought Into requialtlon at 
once. Now, aomebod; baa got to aUrt tbia ball, or It will never 
roll, and It la m; unahaken conviction that that aomebod;, or 
ratber thoae aomebodlea, are not far away. The lakes and the great 
river are a part of the weatern farm. So far aa the Intereat may 
have local aIgnIBcance, It la our Intereat. Our doors open out 
upon theae lakes and take In the rich landscape of the river and 
the valley. Hence excuses. If offered, are In bad taste, and 
should be ruled out of order I say we men of the west—flab 
boys If you choose to have It, are the very fellows to take this 
matter In charge—a duty which shall resolve Itself Into a 
pleasure, and performed will result In advantage to ourselvea and 
profit to the country we love. So, then, let us move abreast In 
this thing—for It la by a united effort that we may hope to gain 
audience and favor with those who vote the supplies and hold the 
keys of the exchequer. Let us not place ourselvea In the attitude 
of mendicants, for the fishmen of the West are not In the alms- 
asklng nor alms-taking bnalness, nor will we go In any bullying 
or bolldosing role or spirit, for we hope to be thought ^ntlemen, 
but let os go as cltlxona of a common country, law-abiding and 
true, and ask as civilly, as earnestly of the powers that be that 
these great Inland aeas, and this the father of rivers, receive at 
their bands a national recognition, and are voted a becoming 
dowry. 

We ask nothing for the thousands of lakes that He scattered all 
over this vast domain, nor for the streams that murmur on every 
hand. These we are taking a good care of and propose to con¬ 
tinue our care of them, and solicit for them no aid from the cen¬ 
tral government. But as for the Inland aeaa and the great river, 
we do aak aid, and we believe It to be within the province and of 
the duty of the goverment to extend It. The granting of aid for 
such purpose Is no new principle, nor does It lack for precedent 
For many years a fund baa been appropriated, and wisely, too, 
to help on the modem methods of fish culture. In the hope and 
expecutlon of reatoring the food supply of our lakea and rivers. 
But of this fond very little of It has found Its way to the great 
lakea and to the waters of the broad valley. Nearly all of It has 
been spent In tide water. .Now, we want some of this fund out 
West, or else a fund or appropriation, separate and Independent 
of the salt water one. Vj'e do not mean to be very partloular or 
nice about It, which It la, ao that we get the fond, and ao that It 
Inures to our use and behoof. It la the fond we are after, and It 
boots little In what way or by what route It comes, so that It be 
forthcoming. I can see no Impropriety In urging this matter 
upon the approaching Congress. I cannoLfor the life of me, see 
why year after year the East should be provided rvlth a very 
liberal fund for fish-farming needs and pnrposer^ while the great 
West gpta little or nothing for Ita unmatched lakea and rivers. If 
Aah-farrning or fish hnabandry la to be a recognised national 
Industry, aided, promoted by the money bags of the government, 
and such seems to be the fact, why, then, the West as Impera¬ 
tively aa any section needs help, and sbonid be a sharer In the 
remembrance of the government. And In Its schedule of appro¬ 
priations there should be found an Item reasonably adequate for 
the compassing of those great ends and purposes which 1 have In 
my brief paper but dimly orftllned, but which for their full con¬ 
summation the weatem fish farmer does,and will ever, most earn¬ 
estly loll and pray. 

Report of the North Carolina ComralRslon. 


This report for the two past years la embodied In the report of 
Hon. L. L. Polk, Commlaaloner of Agriculture, who Is also the 
commlaaloner of fisheries. Work was b^un In May, 1877, on 
the Neuae river, near Newbero, In shad batching, but with only 
partial aueceas, owing to high water, etc. In the Fall of the 
same year a hatchery for salmon waa eatabllabed at Bwanannoa 
Gap, In the Blue Ridge, by the superintendent, Mr. 8. O. Worth, 
of Fayetteville, where be procured 3,900 brook tront, from which 
be obtained several thousand eggs. There has been >,00^400 
ahad fry placed In the rivers, and S8S,000 fry of the California 
salmon, and 18,800 land-locked salmon. ThecomrolasloneT says: 

“ Not among the least of the evil effects resulting from a 
thoughtleae and wbiriesale destruction of our forests, la the dry¬ 
ing up and filling up of our amaller streams, and which moat In 
future force us to look to our.rlvsra, aonoda and lakes for our 
chief supply of this cheap and healthful food With a coast Hoe 
of three hundred milea In extent. Indented with numerona eetua- 
artea, sounda and lakes—with magnlAcent rivers and their tribu¬ 
taries spread Ilka net-work over the fees of our whole territory, 
DO policy for the development of our state would be complete 
that did not embrace the nllHxatlon of these faculties for supply¬ 
ing our people with this delightful food, so generously provided 
by aaturu. 

“ Bocouraglng and ansplelmu u haa been our beginning In 
this work, fwt comparatively meagre and Inadequate leaulta most 
be ebtaineri nnlaas wa hays mors aadsot laws for Ita protection, 
and nnleea those laws bo snetalned by the feopla and axacutsd 
by the caqrta. All the laws anaeted for tbs past tea years for 
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the protection of fish, I caused to be publUhed aa an appendix to 
my crop report for the month of May last, and alto procured their 
publication In magy of the newapapert of the aUte, directing the 
attention of our local anthoriUes to the matter. Tour Excellency 
as chairman of the board, also Invoked the aid of the Judges of 
the superior courts, by asking their attention to these lawa 

Borne of our principal atresma are yet effectually obatracted to 
the passage of ahad and other fish, except In times of high water 
by dams erected from bank to bank by private parties. While 
It Is repugnant to the spirit of our people, aa well as to our 
organic law, to Invade the rlgbu of the cltlxen, yet It It equally 
repugnant to grant a cltlxen exclusive privileges and emolumenU 
And here the pertinent Inquiry pieaenU Itself: Haa a cltlxen 
living, for example, on the Roanoke, the Cape fear, or Pee Dee 
river, the right to erect dams or other obstmctlona In that 
stream, that be may appropriate the products and proflta of such 
stream to hla own use, thereby excluding the thousands of citi¬ 
zens further In the Interior and contiguous to such stream from 
lU beneOtsI By the traps fixed In these dams, not only are the 
adult shad caught In thelrefforts to reach their spawning grounds, 
but many are so conatructed aa to destroy vast numbers of the 
young ahad In their exit to the ocean. 

“ It la the custom to fiab some of our waters with seines, skim 
nets, drift-nets, and other appliances all through the spawning 
seasons, and almoat without Intermission. It will thus be seen 
that to secure to our people a Just distribution of the benefits of 
our labors, we must have a free passage for the Osh of our 
streams, and especially In our rivers. Were this effected by the 
enactment and enforcemant of proper laws, we might hope at no 
very distant day to aee onr streams, by natural reproduction, re¬ 
stored to their original productiveness."

—The president of the Norfolk Oyster Packing Association 
says that 3,000,000 bushels of oysters will be taken from Vir¬ 
ginia waters this year, and more than one-third of these will be 
bandied by the packers of Norfolk and Portsmouth. The aver¬ 
age value of the oystera Is thirty-five cenu per bushel, making 
the oyster trade of Norfolk something like 8880,000 a year. The 
bnalness has been buUt up since the war, and Is steadily Increas¬ 
ing. 

—The California Fish Commissioners have agreed to furnish 
800,000 youug tront for the purpose of restocking the waters of 
the Truckee river. The fry wUl be placed In the water at Tahoe 
City on the lake shore. The commissioners will. It Is under¬ 
stood, give the people of Truckee an admonition to keep saw¬ 
dust out of the river, and In general to be more civilized In re¬ 
spect to the fish In the river.—Jimo (Cal.) OauU*.

A New DEPSRTDRn.—Mr. James Annin, of Caledonia, N. T., 
Is now supplying the gammarus or fresh-water shrimp for stock¬ 
ing ponds with trout food, he says: “It la a well-known fact 
among fish-culturlsts, that the growl h, flavor, and color of trout 
are largely affected by the food Inhabiting the waters. Prof. 
Agassiz says that the most beautiful salmon trout be ever saw, 
were found In waters which abound In Crustacea. It haa been 
said by all of our best authorities on the subject, that nearly all 
the fishes which are considered the best for the table, such as 
the shad, salmon, smells, the trout, and many others, are those 
which feed to a great extent on Crustacea; and for stocking 
brooks or ponds with fish food, the shrimp Is best, as they multi¬ 
ply so fast; and can be transported without trouble or much of 
any expense. A three-quart pall of water Is sufficient for a thou¬ 
sand shrimps for any distance." 


How TO Skx Undxr Water. —A correspondent of the Seim- 
((/le Anwiran writes: “I once bad occasion to examine the 
bottom of a mill pond, for which I constructed a float out of an 
Inch plank, sufficient to buoy me up; through the center of this 
float I cut a hole and placed a blanket over It, when I was 
enabled clearly to discover objects on the bottom; and several 
lost tools were discovered and picked up. I am satisfied that 
where water la sufficiently clear, this latter plan could be suc¬ 
cessfully used for searching for lost bodies and articles. I would 
now suggest that this experiment be tried on the sea; for I am 
satisfied that with a craft like the Great Eastern, where an obser¬ 
vatory could be placed at the bottom, with sufficient darkness, by 
the aid of glasses we could gsse down Into the depths of the sea, 
the same as we can survey the starry heavens at midnight." 

Iktbrstate Exposition Displat.- The fish display at the 
Inter-Bute Exposition, at Chicago, Is very fine this year. The 
Unks are In a circle of about forty feet In diameter, the same aa 
last year, but are new and have been made to conform to the line 
of the circumference; their [lottoms are glass and the divisions 
In many cases are merely a perforated sheet of zinc. The col¬ 
lection consists of the grayling, trout, and California salmon 
from the ponds of the Michigan commission, and many native 
lake fishes, turtles, etc. It Is In charge of Mr. B. Bcott formerly 
with the Wisconsin commission.

BT " LXATHKRHEAD," IN " HELL'S LIFE." 

A fine, bsndsome dog Is s modern retriever, with his rsven 
blsck cost, powerful body In bsck and loin, strong In limb and 
big In bone; and hla head. If it has s sour, determined look 
about It, beams with an Intelligent expression from a hazel eye 
which sbonid betoken a benevolent character. Personally, how¬ 
ever, 1 most confess that I have never felt quite at home with a 
retriever, and iMjr be It la the sour, determined look which has 
averted that friendship which has ever existeil between myself 
and the members of the canine family generally; but, certain it 
la, that although I have given physic under every sort of circum¬ 
stances to pointers, setters, foxhounds, fox terriers, collies, and 
many other sorts, without thinking of a muzzle on the score of 
precaution, I have fought shy of doctoring a retriever more than 
once, from an Impression that they are ticklish customers to 
handle. I sm afraid I let one die of distemper on one occasion, 
by reason that I could not treat him In that quiet, natural way 
which half cures without other remedies. I may be altogether 
wrong, but atill I think the admirers of the breed should exer* 
else, perhaps, a little more care and attention about the temper 
of retrievers, for In my Idea It Is the greatest point of all In a 
sporting dog that bis disposition sbonid be perfectly docile. The 
most prominent, and at the same time the most charming fea- 
tnres In all the spaniel tribe are their affectionate characters, and 
their winning. Inoffensive ways. A setter, par rxcellence, Is the 
most companionable dog in existence, and that soft rellshle ex¬ 
pression of the eye warns off danger, and makes him friendly 
with every one on the earliest Introduction. This is exactly the 
companion s sportsman requires, as It Is necesssiy above every¬ 
thing that be should be the dog’s master, and even If the owner 
baa to reaort to harsh means to enforce obedience to bis will for 
sctnal comfort, there mn8t,be an absolute certain^ that there will 
be no sort of fighting for supremacy. With retrlevers.however, this 
Is not always thought of, and I have not unfreqnently seen them 
led by keepers who have sUrtod the subject by the warning, 
" Please don’t touch him, sir; be Is a bit nasty with strangers." 
What use such an animal as this Is I have never been capable of 
undersUndlng, as the very business of s retriever to me Is that 
he should be only In readiness to receive Instructlona at any mo¬ 
ment, and that quietness and patience of temper sbonid be so 
great as to be proof against any sort of tempution produced by 
game on foot and wing, or by any confusion or noise. A dog 
possessing such s disposition could not have a nasty temper 
toward any one.and, therefore, considering the stock from whence 
the dog originally aprong.and the well-known fact that the breed. 
If kept for guarding purposes, can rcsrcely bo exceeded for the 
fierce qualltlee then required. It Is somewhat singular that adver- 
tlaementa, for InaUnce, never aay anything about docility of tem¬ 
per, bnt only make mention of field qnalltles, etc. If all the 
firat-clasa retriovera offered to the public posaesaed snch perfect 
tempers as I should require. It would be quite anperfinons to 
mention snch s matter to an Intending purchaser, but I know 
that I have come scroaslhore than a few that have not such sweet 
dispositions, and therefore, an Inquiry on this point should never 
be foigottcn. It has become the fashion to breed big retrievers, 
for, apart from sixe adding to a grand appearance. It la consid¬ 
ered that a retriever should be powerful enough to reacb a 
wounded bare, and to be able to Jump a big fence with one In hla 
mouth. Apart from this advantage, however, I have never aeen 
the neceaslty of great alze, and certainly the best retrievers that 
have ever come before me have been medinm-sixed, and In some 
cases small dogs. I cannot believe In anything like a lumbering 
frame for a dog frequently wanted to creep througb small places, 
and where a light tread la often an essential quality. Nose must 
be a «liu qwi non In a retriever, aa without It he Is uselees, on the 
reasonable supposition that the scent which sttrsets the pointer 
and setter partially leaves the snlmsl or bird as soon as Hie Is 
extinct It cannot be considered likely, however, that the re¬ 
triever has really the nose posaesaed by any of the hound or span¬ 
iel breed, bnt It la more than probable that there la a difference In 
the scenting powers of certain brecds.accordingtotbe circumstan¬ 
ces nnder which the object Is bunted. The St. Bernard must have a 
very keen uoae In foHowlDK hla vocation, and the truffle dog would 
apparently be more gifted than any other of the canine race when 
hla explolu are fairly considered, but, generally speaking, one 
could not compare ihe nose of either the above breeds with the 
similar quality possessed by s bound or a aetUr, wbo again differ 
In their mode of sccoantlng for scent I am rather Inclined to 
believe that the attributes of a perfect retriever should be Uaoed 
In n greater degree to IntelHgeooe than to actual acentlng powers, 
as the best performances I have beard of to the credit of retrievers 
have been InsUnced where nose oonld not have stood them In 
great stead. For Inatanee, 1 knew of one wbo waa taught by the 
keeper to lake a can when told to a aprtng a quarter of a mile 
from the lodge, end retnrn with It full of water. The same dog. 
If e wood n mile and a half distant waa pointed to him, would go 
there sod find* a pheasant that hod been abot, and loet three 
boars before. This animal might have been thought a tricky dog. 
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like t poodle, bat he wtt not tboogb, >• being on tele et 19ge, I 
recoaiinendtid blm to e refflooi tportraen, wbo told me, e couple 
of yeere aflerirerde, that be waa tbe beat retriever be bad ever 
owned, aud that It waa Impoeaible to loee a bird with blm. Now 
bow la It that there are ao very few retrlevera of lucb ezqnlalte 
merit that to loee dead game with them la next to an Impooel- 
blUty I I have been conatralaed to write a few Unea about re- 
trlevera by reaaon of a little pereonal experience with them dur¬ 
ing tbe pact week; and tbe loea one day of more than half of all 
that fell before a choke-bore made me ponder couaiderably over 
tbe anbject In two dlrectlona. First, I thought, about retrlevera 
generally, oa to wbat practical uae nlne-teutha of them were like¬ 
ly to be, when I aaw one with a prevlona good character going 
rummoi^ng up and down to no purpoae when we bad aeen a bird 
fall aa ^ad oa a atone leaa than forty yarde off. Then, aa we 
loot bird after bird In abort ahanding barley, I thought to myeelf 
wbat a treinendoua lot of uOe a good retriever would be In aucb 
a oeaaon aa thia la, when tbe harveat la not half flolahed, and aucb 
ground aa la cleared la dirty with bigh weeds aucb oe patrldgea de¬ 
light to hide In, and where their brown plumage finda a 
abroad In death, requiring tbe unraveling of a keen 
Doee, or a diaceming eye, or aomething of tbe aort. 
It made me wonder whether our forefathers managed 
It better In their day, when one of the two atauncb pointera— 
Don and Juno—was certain to know something about tbe voca¬ 
tion of a retriever, and when “ Down, Don I HI 1 acek dead, 
Jnuo;’’led to aatlafaclory resulta for tbe bag. Tbe dashing up 
and down action of tbe modem retriever, making tbe brittle 
barley stalks crackle as be rammaged and rummaged about, did 
not appear to me to be exactly tbe thing to suit either tbe poeal- 
ble fading of dead game or tbe Interest of tbe farmer, and I 
thought whether a more creeping aort of dog altogether would 
not prove a mere genuine article for this particular aort of bnsl- 
neas. I thought of tbe setter’a action when be Is drawing on 
game, going tip toe, and bis footfalls dropping with the velvety 
softness of a cat; and, again, tbe cunning snaike-llke progress of 
a terrier watching aomething he thinks may get away, struck me 
as more likely to find a email bidden object than ao much bustle 
and bustle of tbe modem retriever. Then I have thought much 
since abont the edncatlon of retrievers. Are they broken to be 
docile and quiet, ao that you can speak to them without exciting 
them, and Is their Intelligence so matnred aa to make them fairly 
watch tbe gun to an extent that we may presume that they can 
see an object fall, and at tbe right moment will they quietly pro¬ 
ceed to tbe spot to perform the ofBce of retrieving, either from 
the apace ao marked by an Intelligent eye, or to nse their nose 
on a mnner methodically and aurelyt My recent experience of 
tbe past week la one iustance out of a thousand, for how many 
other persona have seen a lot of birds lost through tbe Inability 
of the dogs to find them, and I do not forget tbe Vaynol trials, 
when only one retriever out of eight could And a pegged part¬ 
ridge In a plot of potatoes. I think some reform Is wanted In 
tbe education of retrievers, and I think also that sportsmen of 
tbe day might do a deal of good In comparing notes through tbe 
public press as to the performances of their dogs, and their own 
opinion os to the kind of dog best suited to this very Important 
work—should be be tbe big, powerful dog, or the medium-sized 
animal, more suitable, perha^, for creeping, and what are really 
the best eesentiale of a retrieverl There Is no dog in greater 
demand In the present day than retrievers. A real good one, 
who can, to use a keeper's expression, do everything but speak, 
la worth almost any money. 1 want to give 50gs for one now, 
but be Is for a friend who woqld shoot me and tbe dog too If a 
semblance of a mistake was made, and I do not know where to 
put my hand on this genuine article. To look at, I admire tbe 
modem retrlevera very much. They are fine sporting dogs, and 
look well following a sportsman’s heels, but I should like to have 
more conSdence about their tempers; to know. In fact, whether 
It is any peculiarity In their dispositions aa a rule that makes 
them difficult to break, and fills the country with so many duffers, 
or whether the cause Is a dearth ofhreakers. I know there are 
a few good strains of retrlevera In England, and there are some 
gentlemen wbo have done, and are still doing a great deal to 
make a perfAt breed of retrievers, but we do not bear enough 
of them; we only bear of them at tbe shows, and what we want 
to bear about them la their merit In the field, and how distinctive 
merits of wbat might be tbe most useful spoi^ng dog of tbe day 
are i-ontlnued from father to son, just as we can trace tbe char¬ 
acteristics of foxhounds, and pointers and setters. 

Why Do Puppies Diet 

Breeders are never tired of complaining and lamenting tbe 
heavy losses they sustain by tbe death of pups. How often Is It 
beard In Interchange of kennel guss.p, “ 1 have a grand lot of 
pups from Venus, full of promise, and I shall be mistaken If 
more than one of tbeu^ does not make a sensation,” says A 
“ Glad to bear It,” says B; ” and bow about Vixen’s lltlerl Ton 
wrote to me you thought you bad a wonder—a certain future 
champion—among them.” "Tea, and to I bad; but just my 
luck, I lost tbe whole four of them In ten doya, and all from 
worms, for 1 had them examined post mortem; for two years 1 
have loat more than half my puppies from the same cause, 
although I have tried all the remedied can bear of.” Now, cer¬ 
tainly, tbe sort of experience stated In tbe above Imaginary conver¬ 
sation Is all too common, and although It Is probable that os many 
remedies are snggested as there are persons present, tbe great mor¬ 
tality among puppies of every breed goes on unabated from year 
to year. I do not mean to say that worms ore tbe only cause of 
Infant canine mortality, but these parasites are accountable for 
a large per centage of deaths; and although, of course, remedies 
that will expel the worms when present must be us^ still I 
think we might do more In trying to find out the cause or causes 
of the presence of these unwelcome and deetmetive gneeta of our 
pets, and this object would be greatly aaslated If brewers would, 
through tbe columns of T^r Country, Interchange their experi¬ 
ence. It la quite certain that even suckling pnps are Infested 
with worms, and It appears to me that they must receive them 
Into the system Ifi one of two ways, either from the circulation 
whilst yet In embryo or from tbe milk of the dam—at least, we 
must either suppose the dam the source or that they come Into 
being by spontaoeoua generation, which latter, I hope, la not tbe 
case, aa It would add greatly to our dlfilcultlea Accepting the 
former theory as the moat probable. It jMlnta to the Importance 
of teeing that the Mtcb Is quite free from them, and I am now 
hying the following plan i As soon aa I see wbat I think Indica¬ 
tions of worms I dose my dogs; but whether I have cause to sus¬ 
pect a bitch of being Infested with them or not, at the first symp¬ 
toms of beat I give a dose of worm medicine, and repeat twice at 
Intervals of a week after her visit to tbe dog—that la, I give 
doee No. 9 about ten days after eervloe, and No. 8 a week after 
that. I do not think this can possibly do any harm, as J oom- 
pensate for any weakening effect tbe medicine may have by giv¬ 
ing her extra good food. Now, whatever my fellow canine loT- 
ers may think of co-operation In some of its modem forms, I 
hope a large number of them will appear and taka part In co¬ 
operating toward saving the lives of our puppies, and I thsro- 
fore ask a number of them to try the {fian I am adopting, and 
by-and-by to report progrees In the columns of The Country, if 
yon will kindly give space for It. 


There am other points, too, 1 would much like to hear the 
optnlona and experience of brewers upon. I find many men be¬ 
lieve that cow's milk given to pupa, nnleaslt Is first boiled, pro¬ 
duces worms. As I believe cow’s milk to be a very unlikely 
fluid to contain the embryo of worms, I do not think It Is a 
source of danger la that respect, and I regularly give sweet milk 
to my dogs, but I must say I often think It does not suit young 
dogs, and have thought It was perhaps too strong for them. 
Will other breeders quote their opinions and experience, and 
can any reader give the analysis of cow’s milk and that of dogs) 
There Is one point I roust mention, as I think even tbe most 
careful of us lose much by tbe want of strict atteutton to It, and 
that Is cleanliness In the kennel. It It difficult to tar how par- 
ticlea too minute for tbe eye to tee, yet containing the germ of 
worms and future death, may lodge about tbe kennel, and, by 
meant we fall to detect, gain access to tbe habitat In which they 
develop, multiply, and destroy; even dog lice are said to be an 
Intermediary for the spread of these other parasitee, to that tbe 
appearance of these little monsters should be clo^y watched 
and their prompt destruction Insured. By the way, can any one 
enlighten me ns to how Il 6 e appear on popples that are kept 
where none have been known to exist, and whose dam was and 
remains free from tbemt There are a good many other points 
I would like to refer to, but this must suffice for the present, as 
my letter has already run to too great a length, but I hope you 
will kindly Insert It, and 1 also hope breeders will, by giving 
their experience, help In tbe object I have In view -to find out 
why puppies die, and. If possible, /emove one or more of the 
causes.— Pro Boko Can is. In Country, London, Eng. 

Dog Training—(Supplementary.) 

BT OMBIUA. 

Although my last letter on thU subject was meant to be tbe 
closing one, I have, since reading over wbat has been published, 
come to tbe conclusion that a few further remarks may be 
acceptable to some of your many readers, from the fact that In 
my other letters I omitted some useful hints, Inadvertentlr, and 
I will try to give them here and now. 

Never allow your young dog—or old one, either, for that 
matter—to leave your heel until ordered. Discountenance all 
attempts on his part to make acquaintance with every other d<^ 
you may meet. Should you allow him to be " hall fellow well 
met,” with every stray cur that puts in an appearance, you run a 
constant risk of bis being Inoculated with distemper, mange, etc. 
Possibly he might try to scrape acquaintance with a bulldog, and 
so be attacked, and, if not killed on tbe spot, very much Injured, 
If not maimed for life. Aside from all this, the insisting upon 
his following quietly at heel. Instead of running wild, will have 
the effect of making him feel more under your control at all 
times, and render a more prompt obedience. Another caution 
forgot to give was, that you ought never to allow your dog to 
jump a fence, a hedge, or a ditch, or to pass over a bridge, or 
through a gate ahead of yourself. The advantage of enforcing 
this rule is, that he will thus avoid flushing game, of whose 
presence his nose may not have given him warning, and to Iqsing 
you tbe chance of making a successful shot. Should your dog 
be at point, and another dog—less under command than yours— 
refute to back tbe point, or, after momentarily backing, draw on 
past your dog, and take his point from him, he must not be 
allowed to break bit point; should be do ao, ever so little, get 
hold of bit collar and draw him back to where be first pointed, 
and then make blm stand. Now keep your eyes on him, and go 
In and flush the game and take your shot, seeing that your pup 
Aropo uSirr hr rtood at point. If tbe offending dog, who robbed 
him of tbe point, It In compaty with his master, you should 
before flushing the game, have Insisted upon hit taking bis dog 
back to where be first caught sight of your pup at point, and. If 
be will not stand, make him drop and lie there, till tbe shot has 
been taken, and tbe game bagged. If he (tbe other dog) and tbe 
pup both retrieve, the pup should be rewarded for bis steadiness 
by being allowed to fetch the game; as from bis being ao rewarded, 
he will be more anxious to do well the next time. 

Even should your pup be not trained to retrieve, tbe old dog 
abould not be suffered to touch tbe dead game, or to look for 
and find It. From the fact that your pup Is, while young, more 
quick to learn evil than good, I would urge that for one season 
be be bunted entirely alone, and this leads to tbe further good 
result of bis learning to rely entirely upon bis own resonreea, 
coupled only with such assistance as you can give blm. This, In 
turn, will lead to bis looking more directly to you for orders 
bow and wbat to do, and bring blm more and more under your 
command. If you are raising and training a brace, you can do 
this all by working one dug In the field to-day and another on 
tbe morrow, giving them practice In yard training, both together 
and one at a time. A matured dog ought uever to be purchased 
until you have seen blm work; but, should you be forced to do 
so, and find your dog to have tricks, you must make up your 
mind. If you wish to keep blm, to lose a part of your shooting In 
order to restrain him. The most common',fanlt with such dogs Is 
unsteadiness at point, and ” breaking shot,” as It la termed. In 
some Instances the whip will cure both evils; but If tbe dog Is of 
a timid dispoeitlon I would adviM tbe cord and force collar; and 
If he is a beadatrong, rushing dog, tbe collar must be lightly 
spiked. For the unsteadiness at point or a refusal to back, pro¬ 
ceed as above directed, using the collar more or less severely, 
according to clrcumstancea, and tbe disposition of the pupil. 

Of courae It la understood that tbe dug Is to bunt with tbe 
force collar on, and a strong cord attached, the cord being abont 
fifteen feet long. 

Breaking shot la. In my opinion, one of the meanest tricks a 
dog can be guilty of. For this the cord and collar come again 
Into play. Put them on the dog and take him out for game. 
Have some strong-armed friend with yon, and when the dog 
points let your man get a firm bold of the end of the cord and 
brace himself well. Now walk up and flash tbe game, and shoot 
down a bird. Of course the dog sails away for the birds, but la 
brought up—most probably on his bead—tbe cord and collar. 
Tour friend should now, while standing still, drag him bock by 
means of tbe cord, to where be ought to have dipped', you, all 
tb» whUe, commanding him to " charge,” and kse^og him down 
a good while. Now bag your own bird and try It again, and con¬ 
tinue the discipline until he concludes to give in. If all this 
seems too much trouble do aa tome advise, vis.: sting him with a 
load of fine shot every Ume hs offends, and to make him thor¬ 
oughly gun-shy and worthless. I prefer the former plan a^ 
some chance of cure, to the latter, with no chance at all. 

Ck««p aad Good Feed fhr Doga. 

The Rsv. J. Camming Ifscdona writes to the London fU4t 
” Owners of large kennds know well wbat a serious Itsm a good 
and plentiful supply of dog food la I have from time to Ume 
tried almost all Unde, inolndlng boraeflesb and Indian nsol, cows’ 
heads and sheep’s'heads, and bone jelly and meal and vegetables 
all balled down together, with acre or loss sooeess. Bone dust 
and blood meal with oatmeal, old army and navy Msenlts mixed 
with a liberal proportion of meat or broth and vegetables, I have 
also tried with fair soceese. I have tried, too, moat of the dif¬ 


ferent makers’ dog-Mscnlts, and have bad little to complain of In 
some of them except on tbe score of their great cost. 

“ Whilst on a visit last weak at Bchloss Braunfels, Prince 
Albert Solma showed me a biscuit which be has made at bis ken¬ 
nels, and which seme to me to meet all tbe requirements needed 
to supply our kennels srith healthy, wholesome and bandy doe 
food, at about one-half tbs price at present paid to our dog-bls- 
eult manufacturers. It Is from a prescription of Professor 
Hetzdorf, tbe great food onalyist of Germany; and, as the pro¬ 
fessor, after giving the matter much study, thought and time In 
making up bis analysis ao as to construct a food combining all 
tbe most wholesome and Invigorating properties, has most liber¬ 
ally made tbe whole a free gUt to tbe world. It It only fair your 
world-wide readers should participate in tbe advantage accruing 
from the knowledge of the component parts of these famous 
' Braunfels biscuits,’ and either make them for tbemselvee, or, on 
the co-operative principle, combine together to have them manu¬ 
factured at cost price. Perhaps soma of our many dog clubs, or 
even the Kennel Club, might find it advantageous to take the 
matter lu band, and manufacture biscuits to supply tbrir own

How to Keep Doga Healthy, 

Since our appearance a fortnight ago. Autumn may be said to 
have pretty well begun. We have waded through a wet and 
sunless Bummer, and the god of day seems ss reluctant to show 
bis beams as ever. Cold winds and rain have been. In most parts 
of ^e country, the general rule for tbe past week. Coughs, 
djan-heea, and Inflammations of various kinds will be very preva- 
ent, especially In damp neglected kennels. 

There Is a kind of husky cough, with dryness of nose and 
mucous or purulent discharge from tbe nostrils, which simulates 
distemper to the uninitiated. The worst of it Is this; It Is apt 
to continue a long time, and even to occur again and again. It 
Is commonest In delicate dogs and In delicate breeds of dogs. 
Such should be carefully protected from draughts on wet cold 
nights; tbe beds should be warm and abundant, tbe doors shut 
at night, and tbe ventilators left open. Tbe fo^ ought also to 
be plentiful and nutritious, snd breakfsst given as well as tbe 
ordinary daily meal. We have known cases where the Inflamma¬ 
tion of tbe mucous membrane extended upward and. outward 
to the eyes, and very severe inflammation Im the result, with 
either tbe filmy eye or destruction of sight Itself tbe sequence. 

It te a common custom with some cruel—or,at Ieast,untbloklng 
—people, when going to tbe seaside at this sesson, to lock up the 
household cat; but even dogs are often much neglected In the 
same way—not, perhaps, being locked up, but being left to the 
care and mercy of others, who may, or may not, look after them. 
It always delights us to see dogs by tbe “sad sea waves.” There 
Is certainly no sadness about tbe waves to the canine mind. They 
enjoy the fun Immensely, and It does them so much good. 

We especially advise owners of valued and valuable show ani¬ 
mals to. If they can, give their specimens a dip In tbe waves for a 
week or two during tbe season. Let them have at tbe same time 
a tonic pill, plenty of food (chiefly farinaceous), and an allow¬ 
ance of cod-liver oil, and they shall see wbat they shall see. 

Doga otherwise dMnty will eat blMulto, porridge and milk, and 
dry bread Itself at the sea-side. After a awlm. If there be no sun, 
the dog’s coat should be rubbed with a towel. He ought not to 
be turned Into bis kennel to wet bis straw and shiver. 

Petroleum, If used for mange, should be applied or rubbed In 
with a bit of sponge, and the very ulceraM places should be 
spared. Nobody has yet recommended to our notice a scientific 
iratato-masher. We fully expected that thousands of grateful 
readers would have rushed to our rescue, each armed with a 
“ tatle-cbapper ” of some kind.—X. PxRiBt(CB, in Lire Stock 
Journal.

Snrgery wss bb especial /orlt, and be probably bad at that time 
no anpertor In the delicate branch of lhatsdenee known as plastic 
surgery. “ deaves’ Biographical Cyclopedia of Ohio,*’ to which 
toe wriUr of the present sketch b Indebted for valnahle Informa¬ 
tion, allndea to Dr. Garlick In terma of higheat conalderatioo. 
Hb rolnable serricea, both In surgery and In tbe InUrest of 
sdence, are tally set forth, and fitly commented upon, 
by tbe author ot that work. In reference to tbe 
snrglcal operation# of Dr, Garlick tbe voinme In qnestlon 
meottona that “be twice sncccsstally removed half ot the lower 
jaw, dlsarttcnlatlng In each case, snd npon two occasions sne- 
ceufnlly tied the carotid artery," and farther that he “ applied 
tbe principle of anatomical models to animals, and especially to 
fishes." Hb snpeiior knowledge of anatomy was beyond a donbt 
one of the great caneea of bb snccess as a snrgeon; combined 
with nerve, and keen perceptive facnltles, which led to tborongh 
mastery ot difficult snrglcal esses. One of hb most Important 
contributions to > 01.000 wss that of preparing sixty anatomical 
models of excellent design, which represented all the moot Im¬ 
porUnt surgical psrU of tbe bnman body. The preparation of 
these models required not only tn artistic eye snd hand; bat 
demanded likewise abvbhontlay of time and loUnse application 
to the subjecU in dssl^. These were pronounced by competent 
critics snperlor to those of tbe famons Anzonx, of Faria 
Mr. Garlick at other timee todnlged hb tasU for scnlptnre, and 
bb prodacUons tn each InsUoce display artistic finish. While 
a college student hb talent for tbb difficult branch of the 
fine arU was first manifested by prodneing mott excellent btu 
rtHeft of President Jackson and Henry Cby, which were greatly 
admired by art critica who examined the work of tbe amateur 
acnlptor. He also executed medallions of five profeasoia of tbe 
Univeralty, and llfe-etae boats of Hon. George Tod and Prof. J. 
P. KIrtbnd. Tbeee prodnctlona were generally acknowledged 
excellent pieces of sculpture, evincing rare genlns In an amatenr. 

At tn early age Mr. Oarliek began bb career tt an angler, and 
It b probable that be was an ardent follower of tbe genUa Isaak 
Wal ton long before be became a disciple of .iEicabpIna The 
ImmorUI Tom Hood waa not far from tbe truth when he re¬ 
marked, with reference to the gentle art of angling: “ It b the 
wisest, dbereteat, beat; the safest, cheapest, and In all likelihood 
tbe oldest of paatlmea It Is a one-handed game that would 
have suited Adam himself; it was tbe only one by which Noah 
conid have amnsed himself In the ark. Hnntlng and ahootlDg 
coma In second and third. Tbe common phrase, ‘ Fbb, fieah 
and fowl,’ hInU clearly at tbla order of precedence. 

“To refer to my own experience, I cerUloIy became acqnalnted 
with tbe angling-rod next afUr tbe birchen one, and long before 
I had any practical knowledge of * Nimrod ’ or ‘ Ramrod ’

sps/sm, as tbe doctors say.” Thb theory of tbe qnalnt and genial 
poet—as well as pbllosopbrr—no donbt found a rcapontive 
chord In the Datura of yontbfnl Garlick, and It b at all evenU 
cerUIn that be soon developed rare skill In tbe art which tbe 
old matter bss so aptly termed “the contemplative man’s 
recreation.” Mr. Garlick baa been from bb earliest ex¬ 
perience with the rod and tbe artificial By a moat 
practical and obBcrrant angler; exemplifying In greater 
degree than moat lovers of “ the angle " that It may be made In 
truth a contempUtlve recreation. Endowed with a fervent love 
of natural history, Mr. Garlick sought tbe tront-brook aud tba 
lake or stream not more for the mere pleasnre of angling than 
for obaerviog tbe hablU, the baunUand tbe general nature of tbe 
finny denlaeos which be eonght; thereby realbing a two-fold 
pleasure. Allbongh It bat been said, and with justice, that 
“ ashlng,Ilke TtrtDe,b lU own reward,” be bad too mneb tbe spirit 
of tbe natorallst Instilled in hb mind to be content with tbe mere 
Uking of fish or game, very properly judging that there was a 
deeper sentiment sod finer chord which sboold be bronght Into 
play. In thb respect be very mnch resembled tbe bmented 
Tbsd. Norris, for whose writings, precept sod tare geolna he had 
ever hod tbe highest rsteem. Both combined the floe seoUmeut 
of the natorallst with that of the angler, and reveled alike In tbe 
pleosores of sdentlfle fiy-fishing and tbe wealth of nature’s 
wonders; eapeelally in all animal Ufa, whether of the water, the 
earth or tba air. And here, It may be obaarved, llet tbe crown¬ 
ing dbtlnction between tbe angler and the flaherman. Any 
Inferior mortal may be a fiaberman, but It rrqnlrrs a matter mind, 
a genloa, a pbllotoiiher, to become a trne angler. 

Tkeodatns Garlick la the prime ot life bad few rqnala In tbe 
faacinattng art of fly-fishing One who knew him Intimstely 
his remarked that among all the anglers of hb tcqnaintance be 
knew bat one wbo eonld rqnal Mr. Garlick; namely a guide liv¬ 
ing at tbe Bnnlt BL Marie, wbo paraned no other vocatton, 
throngh tbe proper aeoaon, than that of fly-fiahlng and aeeom- 
panylog an^rt wbo vbtted the Lake Bnpertor i^ton. WHh 
the rifle and fowling-pleea, If not rqnaUy expert, Mr, Gariks ex¬ 
hibited remarkable tkllL It bat been said that It waa no nn- 
etanmon feat. In bb early years, to kUI gronaa and wild tawl 
upon tba wtng with tbe rifia; and with the shot gnn ha had few 
anperiofa.

Oarlick baa realded at Bedford, Ohio, where, up to a 
recmt date, he baa been able to enjoy tbe pleaanre of “ frnahlnge 
a^le,” when Inclined; but of late tbe reteran angler, 
author, and fiahcultnrlat baa been a chronic Inralld, from partial 
pa^yala. HU ^ntal facnlUea, bowerer, remain unimpaired, 
and he takea delight, aa of old. In the anting literature—If It 
may be aot^ed—of tbe country. A new and carefully rerlaed 
edition of hla aUndard work, •• Flah Culture," baa been prepared 
for the. preen, and will probably be laaned at no diatant day.

Theae were dUtrlbnted among frlenda, aometlmea a two-home 
wagon heaping full, a aufflclent aupply being retained for “ home 
conaumptloo," at the reetourant (a majority of tbe membere be¬ 
ing batcbelom). The aame waa true of the aupply of fiah In tbe 
cooking of which, together with all klnda of meala, Thomaa An- 
drewa bad few equala, and no auperlora. Hem, from tbe origin 
of tbe club In ISSfi to tbe deatructlon of the building by the grUt 
fire In 1871, a period of nearly twenty yeara, we enjoyed our- 
tolrea together with our frlenda, and he waa aucceeded by Mr 
Burke, the celebrated reatanrant keeper, now oo Madlaoo a^et, 
and MrA Aodrewa alto baa a reaUnmot on Dearborn atreet, both 
pf which are firat-cUaa In eyery reepect. Here the evenlnga 
were apent In talking over the adyenlurea and mlaadyenturea of 
a aportamao’a life, and In making ourselvea and frlenda 
comforUble and happy at evening. Sometlmea our 
pariaat* waa amualog.

Chicago. On atrivlog at the river he waa located on the top of 
a Mg deaerted muakrat bouae In the graaa, and the party went 
on town Ue river with the boaU. Pretty aoon tbe b^ began 
to i^ve way under foot, and aetUe, untU tbe occupant waa ^ to 
hla koM In water, right off yelling .vociferously for help, but the 
party being two or three miles away, banging at the ducka. un¬ 
til the fiigbt caa.ed,they did not hear hlu^ wtoJ th» 
jmlled for home for dinner, a siesta, and a rest for tbe evenlng'a 
shoot.

for; the first attracted much stteDtlon, os It was In tbe best vein 
of that remarkable prelate, and worthy divine. He Is now 
building a private residence half m big m tbe court house, and 
twice M handsome, and It Is whispered, that In his will It Is pro¬ 
vided that at hla death. It will be converted Into a cathedral. He 
bM alao published in his paper at various times “ By gone davs," 
contributed by tbe MtUers of the olden time, and which are ore- 
served lo Ihelr scrap books. ^ 

Hunting dogs were very few at an early day, the officers of the 
g^son having most of them. George W. Snow wm public 
administrator, and ao Englishman who had come over brought a 
very valuable slut; and be dying, Mr. Snow left her with me to 
boud, and at tbe sale I bought her. She and her progeny were 
well remembered here and at Joliet for many years afterwards. 
It WM expensive to get a dog out here by sUge In those days, or 
by ^al, and tbe lakes. I used to ride out frequenUy from here 
toOwego, Kendall county, with John Bate^ In 1834-5, a distance 
of forty miles. His father-in-law, Lemuel Brown, bad eetab- 
lUhed himeelf there, and Mr. Bates bade ‘‘cUlm’’ adjoining. 

Mr. Bates, at the age of 76, and Mr. Brown 
at »3. There wm a trading post (house) called LawtoS’s, on the 
Opiain, where the present Riverside now Is, the Indian name of 
which WM “ Mayamesc," (Deep Hole) so named because the 
river Ukes ao abrupt turn here and the Spring fresheU bad dug 
out the bottom, forming a considerable space of deep water Our 
flret stopping place was at Brush Hill, near the present site of 
Hinsdale, and tbe log hotel, or tavern, wm kept by one John 
King. Upon Its wall wm posted the following hieroglyphics:

These rates were banded down from the county commissioners 
of Peoria county In 183», unabridged, I think. The Uvern 
license wm fiS. On arriving at the log Uvern we bad chickens 
enough dressed for breakfMt, and the residue that we had shot 
in the 18 mUes Journey were left with Mr. King for the nse of 
new comers. On arrivlog at Naperville for dinner (eight miles) 
we would have another supply, and the Mme proesM wm gone 
through with, and upon landing at Oswego (13 miles) In the 
evening we usually bad enough for tbe settlement of five or six 
famlllee. On tbe route we woald get up covey after covey, elong 
the road, and If the dew wm heavy In the murolng, or there bad 
been a rain, they were very cIom together, m they sought tbe 
road to got out of the wet, high grsM. We Midom followed a 
Bock up nnleu they settled down cIom to the road, m It wm 
OMler to come acrou a new covey than to hunt op the scattered 
one, besides wo had no time to spare. We were both good 
shou. Geese and ducks were then quite plenty on Fox river 
and we usually brought home a number. OccMlonally we would 
get a Mod hill crane oo tbe route. 

It would worry some of tbe thonmghbrti dogs of tbe present 
day to hoot that distance now, and then the burses knew enough 
to sUnd still, and not run away, when we got out to shoot. The 
towns above oo the Fox river, Anrors, Geneva, Batevla, St. 
Charles, Dundee and Elgin, bad each a few families at that time, 

M bad Naperville and Warrenvllle—1884-5—but m 1 Intend 
vtolUag them all shortly, I will not describe tbelr babyhood ex- 
oept from the spot on which they were born. They are Mid to 
have grown up wonderfully good looking.

Hustisford. 

Milwaueie, Wis. 

Editor Chicaoo Field:—K nowing that but a few years back, 
Hustisford was noted for Its excellent duck shooting, I deter¬ 
mined to sea for myself If It still held out; at the same time be¬ 
lieving that a good bag might be made there. So, a few days ago, 
I made tbe trip, and to say that my antldpatlons were more than 
reallaed. Is stating It mild. Having plenty of time, and pleasure 
only. In view, I made the trip with a horse and light road-wagon. 
Tbe route I pursued, took me from here by way of Pewaukee to 
Hartland, some twenty-five miles over as fine a road aa any one 
could wish to drive on, with beautiful scenery all the way, fine 
and thrifty farms constantly In view; true emblems of Wisconsin 
energy and success. 

At Hartland I was joined for the balance of the way by Mr. H. 
Salsicb, a young man of excellent qualities as a companion, a 
great admirer of field sports, a good shot, genial, and a lover of 
nature. On reaching our destlnatioil', we employed a mau with 
a boat to take us up tbe pond about one mile and s half to Mr. 
Lehman’s place, situated on an Island containing some forty acres, 
and light In tbe middle of the best duck shooting grounds. On 
our arrival we found there, two sportsmen from .Memphis, Tenn., 
one of them an Intimate friend of Quldo's. They had been en¬ 
joying a couple of days leisurely bunting, agd were just about to 
depart, well pleased, as they had bagged orer a hundred docks. 

We bunted one day, and about two boors, bagging one hun¬ 
dred and fifteen duck^ mostly teal, with a few red-bead, mallard, 
and pin-tall. Mr. Lehman thinks tbe shooting will be fine as 
soon aa we have a change of weather, ag It Is, It has been so fine 
and dry that the fall ducks (bloe-blU, etc.) have not put In an 
appearance, and but very few red-heads, and mallard; Mr. J. J. 
Sands, formerly of Chicago, but now living at Pine Lake, Wau- 
keshla Co., has done his duck shooting at this place for the past 
eight or nine years, and found it a perfect paradise for a sports¬ 
man. 

The greatest wonder Is that many more prominent sportamen 
have not found out this place, and benefited thereby. Duck 
shooting Is not tbe only shooting to be enjoyed there, as, when 
snipe shooting Is good anywhere. It Is there also, and tolerable 
woodcock shooting may be enjoyed In tbe Immediate vicinity. 

As my main object In giving this Item Is to Inform Milwaukee 
and Chicago sportamen where they can go and find good sport 
within easy reach, I will now tell how to reach the place. Hus¬ 
tisford Is a small village of perhaps a little more than two hun¬ 
dred Inhabitants, situated on the Rock River, some six miles 
below Horicon, and In Dodge Co. There are two mills there, run 
by water-power, obtained by a dam across tbe Rock; this sets the 
water back over a Urge extent of territory for a mill-dam, tbe 
ground covered being nearly four miles In length, and In the 
widest part near two milea. Numerous Islands are scattered 
about tbe pood: some of them very handsome. Tbe pond la one 
Urge feeding ground for ducks, and when shooting U very poor In 
most places, it Is good here. The best way to reach tbe place by 
ran Is to take the afternoon train at Milwaukee, on the Northern 
division of tbe Milwaukee A St. Paul R. R., to Woodland, there 
take the stage which awaiU tbe train, for Hustisford, five miles 
distant from Woodland. And I would advise any who may coo- 
clude to make tbe trip, to get some one, on reaching HnaUaford, 
to take them directly to F. W. Lehman’s place, where they will 
be at once on tbe bunting grounds, and find aa good accommoda- 
tlona as any one can expect at any country place; besides reasona¬ 
ble charges. 

Mr. L. takes good care of sportsmen; chargee It.00 per day 
for board, and will paddle yon from daylight to dark for 18.00 
per day; and I can recommend him and his boy aa the two best 
paddlers, or pushers, that I have ever seen. When be has more 
shooters than be and his boy can take out, he says he knows of 
several good men that be can employ at any time. Now, I ven¬ 
ture to say that anyone wbo may try Hustisford on tbe strength 
of what I have said, will say they consider tbe advantages of the 
shooting at this place much better than I have described them 
—at any rate I have stated things plainly, so as to disappoint no 
one. 

On roy arrival home I found that I bad not only enjoyed an 
extra pleasant hunt, but that luck bad followed me home, aa 
during my absence Mr. Oeo. B. Claaon had sent me a prssent of 
a fine, promising setter pop. out of Claaon't Gordon Queen, by 
Waller’s Race, tbe stud dog of the Chicago Kennel. Many 
thanks to Mr. Claaon, and If I have good luck In raising tbe 
youngster, I think I will have a dog to shoot over only second 
to hot In the country. Blue Jat. 

The ProEpecU for Shooting, and the Doga of Charlotte. 

CRARLOTTa, Nt C. 

KptTOB CaicAoo Firu>:—I n Charlotte, aa In most of the 
soBthsm towns, the period of geoenl activity tn bnaloaas, todal 
amOMmenta, matrimonial onterpriaaa, field sports, eto., bsgina 


with the early Fall. It la ne c essa r y to see tbe tranaformatlon 
which takes place In these towns In a very short time. In order 
to rightly understand it 

Several weeks ago the streets of Charlotte were almost de¬ 
serted, merebanu and clerka were dosing In the stores, the belles 
and bMUX were away In tbe mountains and at the springs, guns 
rested quietly tn their cases, dogs were stretched Uslly upon the 
freshly scratched earth In the shade of a friendly tree, and a 
Sunday-llke stillness brooded over all. How different tbe scene 
presented to-day I Tbe streeta are thronged with heavily loaded 
cotton wagons; tbe farmers, after much talking and walking, 
sell their cotton, go to tbe banks to have their checks cashed, 
then to tbe stores to do their trading. Merchants and clerks are 
kept In a rush from early morning until far into the night; tbe 
belles are fintterlng through the streets from store to store, and 
the beaux are busy behind tbe counters. 

The sportsman may be participating In this bustle and activity, 
but many of bis thoughts are upon tbe future. His gun Is 
cleaned, a supply of ammunition laid In, and he steals a few 
hours from boslnesa, late In tbe afternoon to get his hand In on 
a few glass balls. Tbe Summer heat has given place to delight¬ 
fully cool momipgs sod nights, and the dogs are not slow In 
showing their appreciation of the change; they are now racing 
around the yard and seem eager for a longer mo. Their masters 
note this, and—I am ashamed to tell It of brother sportsmen— 
take them out for a Sunday afternoon walk, go Into tbe fields near 
town to get them (the dogs) In trim for the work which will soon 
begin, and to find where the birds are. 

Our open season on quails begins one week from to-day; too, 
early by one month, I think, for we find a great many small 
birds In October and many sportsmen (!) shoot (at) every little 
fellow that can rise above the stubble. Birds are more plentiful 
than for many years past. They are reported In large numbers 
all through this section of country, so yon can well Imagine with 
what pleasant anticipations we are thinking of the open season, 
which Is almost upon us. 

I walked out this morning with a friend to try a pointer that 
be bought recently from Mr. Horace Smith, of New York, and we 
found three covies of quails just In tbe suburbs of town. Tbe 
birds In one covey were not half grown. Not many years since, 
a person could hunt through this county and not be Interrapted, 
but now a great many of tbe farmers, especially those near town, 
have their lands posM, although most of them will give per¬ 
mission to any respectable person to shoot. In one part of the 
county, however, where tbe fields are large and birds very plenti¬ 
ful, some of the farmers will not allow them to be killed, as they 
think they prey upon Insects that damage tbe cotton. 

The sportsmen here are pretty well up with the times In guns 
and dogs. Most of them shoot breech-loaders, and good ones, 
too. &ott A Son, Tolley, Webly and Parker, are among tbe 
favorites. In dogs we have stock from Oronse, Oypsle, Pilot, 
Carrie, Leicester, Kirby, Rake, Fanny, and a pointer bitch of 
Waddell's old Phil stock. Some of these are hard to beat In tbe 
field or on the show bench. 

When tbe season opens If I can pick up any Items worthy of 
narration, I will send them on. 

I see In your Issue of Sept. 6th that there Is another To Ho In 
tbe CaiCAOO Field, hailing from Lake City, Minn. I suppose be 
thinks tbe Chicago Field large enough to accommodate two of 
us, as we are both “ small potatoes.”

Oootl Guns by Others than London Makers. 

Orioosvillb, III. 

Editor Chicaoo Field: —As some of your coirespondents 
seem to think that guns cannot be made elMwhere to compare 
with “London made guns,” I enclose tbe following clipping 
from London Kietd, Aug. 83. By publishing It, yon will oblige 
many of tbe best sportsmen In this vicinity. 

“ A friend Informs me that he had last week an opportunity of 
seeing 16-gsuge guns svrnu la-gauge guns tried at grouse. The 
two former were built by Qreeu, of Cheltenham, tbe two latter 
by Grant and Purdy, of London. 

“There was no appreciable difference In their respective killing 
powers before lunch; but after It, the IS’s fell off (perhaps owing 
to the shoooters dropping their hands through fatigue), while tbe 
Id’s continued to cut down tbe birds as In tbe morning. 

“ There WAS also less smoke from tbe 16 shells, which were 
more bandy and portable. Tbe 16’s were loaded with Sf drs. 
powder, lox. No. 6 shot; the t3’s with 8} drs. powder, l^x. No. 
5 shot 

“As to the performers, he should consider tbe two 16-gaoge 
men at least two yards worse than the two 18-gauge men. 

“ As to tbe guns, they were. In his opinion, all equally well 
finisbod, though each of the IS's coat more than both the 16’s pot 
together. But this Is not to be wondered at when we remember 
that some of the London men have to pay about a guinea an 
Inch shop rent—Jemra” Henrt Greeh.

The Antlered Deer of IndIn and tke HimaUTU. 


The RuuUd cODqaetU In Central Asia hare added much to a 
knowledge of the nataral hUtorjof reglona bllbrrto little known. 
Maoj of the eipeditlont were accompanied by qnalUed obeenreia, 
wbo collected new facta In connection witb aereral of the wild 
animals; so that a great deal which waa only partially known or 
Tsguely surmised has been cleared np. But not a little remains 
to be done on the vast raoantaloa and steppea to the eaat of 
Turkestan. Wild camels and the unicorn—aoppoaed mytha—are 
still asserted by natlTrs to frequent unexplored regions of Mon¬ 
golia. Bare poaslblllllrs, It will be^mltted; but, conaldering 
the late dlseoeeiies of large mmlnanta hitherto unknown, such 
an the various forms of gigantic wild sheep,there la no reason why 
the camel should no! be found; and aone-bomed ruminant. Just 
aa there Is a four-horned antelope now living In India, la no un¬ 
likely anomaly. In comparison with living and extinct animals 
known to natui^lsta. 

One of the moat valuable contributions on the subject of the 
wild animals of Turkestan, made by a Russian naturalist, baa 
been lately republlabed In the 18tb volume of tbe “Annals and 
Magsalne of Natural History.” In this communication. Dr. 
Severtxoff asseru that tbe wapiti deer (Cervis canadei.sis) la Iden¬ 
tical wItb tbe great borned stag generally known by tbe name 
“ Marl,” In Siberia. This announcement, although not altogether 
original. Inasmuch ss other naturalists bare snrmlaed tbe likeli¬ 
hood of ^e connection, la worthy of acceptance, coming from 
an experienced observer, wbo la familiar, at all events, with tbe 
habits and haunts of tbe Asiatic stag. According to this view 
of tbe wide distribution of a species, we Bed, aa regards the 
northeastern and western frontiers of British liidla,two species of 
” true sUgs," whose genealogies are worthy of comparison with 
one another and allied denlaeua of neighboring regions. 

There has been considerable muddling In the determination of 
tbe large-antlered deer of Central Asia. Tbe marl has been as 
serted by travelers and naturalists to be a large variety of the 
red deer, and the same (as far aa dimensions go) might be said 
of the wapiti. Tbe opinions, however, aa regale the consan¬ 
guinity ol tbe red deer and marl, never seem to have been estab¬ 
lished on careful observation; and when we come to trace the 
distributions of tbe two, we Bnd them, aa far aa yet determined, 
maintaining distinct regions. 

In order ihat sportsmen and field naturalists wbo enjoy oppor¬ 
tunities of adding Information on tbe points requiring elucidation 
may folly understand the bearings relating to the American stag 
and Asiatic species. It will be necessary here to point out, as far 
as Is known, tbe general distribution of tbe wapiti and the red 
deer. 

The former Inhabits Northwestern America to Alaska. Oppo¬ 
site, on the Siberian mainland. Is tbe marl, presumably the same 
animal, separated from Its New World congener by a narrow 
strait and a group of Islands, which geologists infer once as¬ 
sisted to bridge over the present distance between Asia and 
America. The marl is found westward, and Is supposed to be 
Identical with the ' Irblach ” of tbe \lltat Mountains, and tbe 
“ alaln ” of Central Siberia. Severtxoff found tbe marl on tbe 
Tbian Shan chains of Turkestan, to tbe north of the Karakoram, 
Mountains. Tbe stags were larger on tbe former than on the 
Siberian Mountains, and the same waa noticed in the born; they 
were darker also in color. Considering tbe wide range of tbe 
marl, and tbe cllmatal and physical conditions to which It Is sub¬ 
jected, It may be fairly admitted that there will be local varieties 
differing from one another In several partlculara; and such Is tbe 
case also wllb tbe wapiti In America. Tbe above authority, how¬ 
ever, after a careful comparison between tbe two, finds that tbe 
marl changes color with the seasons, like nearly all tbe furred 
animals of very cold regions, and that tbe wapiti does not. 

This latter statement may require some confirmation, as both 
the reindeer and tbe moose have lighter and heavier coats In 
Winter than In Summer, and we are Inclined to believe that tbe 
same, to some extent, will be found to be tbe case with the 
wapiti In certain parts of Canada and the Western Sutes. Other¬ 
wise there are no valid distinctions. 

The geographical distribution of the Asiatic forms has to be 
carefully worked out. and It has yet to be shown whether or not 
certain large stags of particular regions are of tbq aame species 
ss the mail. For example, a noble deer as large as the wapiti 
and marl Is known to Indian sportsmen and naturalists as tbe 
SIkIm Stag or “Shou” (b'smu afflnU), and Is found In the valley 
of Cboombl on the SIkIm side of Tibet. 

How far It extends is apparently not known, and this la a 
point to be determined by Indian hunters and the numerous ad¬ 
venturous travelers on tbe northeastern Indian frontier. The 
horns of the “ ehou ” are said by Jerdon to expand more, and 
be quotes some small distinctions as to the giving off of tbe 
times. Hut In establishing differences between nearly allied 
forms of deer on the character of tbe horns and tbeir tines a 
large series Is requisite, seeing that they differ very much Indi¬ 
vidually, aa Is well known In the ease of the red deer. 

The questions we venture, therefore, to put to persons wbo 
have booted tbe shou are—(1) What are Its limits of dlstrlbu- 
• tlonl (3) Height at the wttberal (8) Color In Sommer and 
mld-WInterl (4) Dimensions of hnrnf (5) Habitst 

As to Its sfflnlties with the marl, there Is a general belief that 
it may turn out to be a southern form or variety of this species; 
but not only tbe head and horns, but the skeleton In general, re¬ 
quires to be carefully compared with tbe same parts of the marl 
on the one hand and the wapiti on tbe other. 

I now torn to tbe red deer. The red deer, the reindeer, mam¬ 
moth elephant, and a boat of other large quadrupeds herded to¬ 
gether on British soil and elsewhere, apparently before man ap¬ 
peared on the scene; sod, although nearly all have been exter¬ 
minated or died out, tbe red deer. In spite of tbe remorseless 
persreutloo by mao, long before Acta of Parliament were passed, 
has managed to linger on tbe scenes of Its formar pmeperity, 
Tbe borns of red deer found In British bogs and more ancient 
strata testify to tbe larger dimensions of the animal then than 
now, although fine beads are still procurable In tbe great 
forest traclr of central and eastern Europe. But the largest 
will not compete with the borns of tbe wapiti, marl, and shoo aa 
regards dimensions. 

As to tbs distribution of tbe red deer In space. It will 
be found to proceed from Eastern Europe to tbe Caucasus; 
thence to Persia. From the latter Its wanderings are 
not well defined. In consequence of the confusion between 
It and tbs marl. Aa ws approach the Indian frontier 
there is still no trace of tha animal, for tbe reason 
mainly that tbe reg*on la practically unexplored as far as tbe 
natural history la concerned. Inasmuch aa from the Kbyber Pass 
to the Indus he wbo attempts to stalk a deer will find a native 
praeUcIng the aame act on him I But a little fnrtbar towards tbe 
rising sun, on tbe barrier chains surrounding tbe far-famed Vale 
of Cashmere, be will meet with a noMe stag which, (n all Its 
eharaetara, te aearoely avparable from tha red deer; la fact, with 
all tha minor dlstlncUous admissible between Its horns and 
traasework, and the aame parts in the red dear, the ” bamsiaga” 


and "hangul," as It ia named, must be aooepted as a variety of 
tbe latter, and no doubt Its western exteosioo, when worked out, 
will show a more or less oonUnnoos chain of svidenee on this 
point At present It seems confined to Ute Caabraere Moon- 
Ulna, especially on tbe southern slopes and valleys of the north¬ 
ern range, where tbe noble deodar and other pine forests, alter¬ 
nating with grassy glades and verdant valleys, offer, with tbe 
temperate climate, very fitting retreats for this noble ateg. Long 
may It sojourn In the land, to beautify tbe region, and afford a 
stirring sport to the Englishman wbo shakes off the enervating 
effects of tbe Indian climate In the healthy and manly pastime of 
tbe chase I I fear, however that tbe native la completing tbe 
work of extermination even more effectively than a score of 
yean ago, when tbe writer visited tbe valley; for example. In 
Capt. Klnlocb’s recent work on “ Large Oame Shooting In Thi¬ 
bet and the Northwest,” he says: “ 1 have been Informed that 
during one Winter SOU stags gere thus slaughtered.” But, al- 
tbough'tbere are game laws for tha protection of tbe moose deer 
In Canada, an Instance out of many la known to tbe writer 
where 400 helpless moose were butchered In snow-drifts by the 
settlers, wbo merely took tbe bides, and left tbe carcaasea to tbe 
carnivorous animals. Both deer are doomed to disappear with 
tbe forests that shelter them. The point of importance, how¬ 
ever, as regards the red deer of Cashmere, is—what ate Its limits 
of distribution I Are there red deer on the Afghan mountains! 

Tbe shou and the Cashmere stag are the only true stags In tbe 
reglona embraced In tbe heading of this paper, and which possess 
a middle or ruyal antler; the others—via., tbe samber deer, tbe 
swamp deer, spotted deer, bog deer, and barking deer—have no 
royal tine. There Is yet considerable doubt about tbe swamp 
deer, as to Its cbnracier and limits of distribution. It Is found 
along tbe foot of the Himalayas to Assam, and how much further 
eastwards! It Is well-known In tbeCentiid Indian forests as tbe 
” Qoenoak,” and In Nepal Teral aa tbe “baraya.” In tbe lower 
Bengal provinces It gets tbe name of ” potlyabaran.” It Is a 
swamp and plain haunting deer, but seeks the forest for shelter. 
It Is liable to be confourded with tbe samber; but tbe former la 
distinguished by these characters: (1) Coat lighter in color, 
finer, and more woolly; (3) horns very large and curving out¬ 
wards, tbe terminal snags branched, and sometimes an attempt 
at a median or-royal, which shows a disposition towards the red 
deer and tbe shou and marl; (3) not said to exceed eleven and a 
half bands at tbe wltbers(!) One Is liable, unless be has seen 
tbe samber, to confound the two; moreover, tbe native Ignorance 
has applied in some districts the same names to both. Tbe 
exact geographical distrlbutltlon of this stag la a desideratum. 
Does It come In contact with tbe samber anywhere! 

The Burmese Stag, known as Eld's Deer, Is spread over parte of 
Burmab and extends to the Malayan Peninsula. Little, however. 

Is known of Its habits and haunts. It is fully aa no'ile an animal 
as tbe last, and seems to come so close to It In character that 
there Is a likelihood of Its being merely a variety. The native 
name on the frontier of Assam Is ” slngnal; ” It passes also, ac¬ 
cording to Lieut. Eld, Its discoverer, by tbe appellation of “ sun- 
graee.” There Is much need of more authentic Information 
concerning this remarkable deer, to which tbe attention of sports¬ 
men Is Invited.. 

The Samber stag, although very well known, presents varieties 
which more than one authority dignified by distinct specific sp¬ 
allations. Supposing all are one species, which is doubtless tbe 
case, subject to variation In accordance with the laws of muta¬ 
bility generally, we have: (1) tbe Himalayan samber, better 
known to sportsmen as tbe jerrow; (3) the meru of tbe great 
Western Ohats; (3) Tbe mahaa, of tbe Nepal xeral; (4) Tbe 
ghous of Eastern Bengal. It Is a native also of Burmab, Assam, 
and Malayan Peninsula, Ceylon and Samatra. Variability as re¬ 
gards size and boro Is conspicuous lu this widely spread speclea, 
which Inhabits countries very different In climate and physical 
aspect. Tbe Insular varieties require to be compared with all tbe 
continental racea, and the distributions, although generally 
known, should be more clearly defined. As far as India Is con¬ 
cerned, It la requisite to establish Its western limits. Does It 
cross the SutledjI I have seen It killed on the hills above Kalka 
under Dugshsl. Its dispersal over Hlodoosten proper Is well 
known; only there may be some confusion, as before stated. In 
districts where the swamp deer Is also found. No deer shows a 
greater variety In the form and character of tbe horn, which no 
doubt Is often a local pecullarlly, and worthy therefore of note as 
a race character. When does tbe animal attain Ita full growth! 
Where are tbe finest specimens obtained! Doea It attain Ita full¬ 
est size and vigor In hot or temperate climates, and on the plains 
or on tbe hills! 

Tbe axis or spotted deer Is said to present certain well-marked 
varieties, and Jerdon points out tbe necessity of more Informa¬ 
tion on this bead. For example, tbe axia of Central India Is said 
to be considerably larger than the axis of tbe Malabar coast. 
Again, there Is a still smaller axis in Ceylon. It would be Inter¬ 
esting to have records of tbe size of the adult animal from 
various districts, tbe configuration and character of born, habits 
and haunts, and coloring of tbe coat; for, although tbe cbital, as 
Ills named. Is about. tbe beat-known Indian deer, there la yet 
much to learn In connection with Ita natural history; moreover, 
the eastern and western limits of Its distribution have not been 
established satisfactorily. 

* Tbe hog deer Is well known, but Its lateral distribntlona, espe¬ 
cially eastwards, may possibly acquire further extenalon, i. t., be¬ 
yond tbe Punjaub and Burmab. As to tbe Ceylonese ami Mala¬ 
bar varieties, there Is much to know, by comparison with the 
northern specimens. 

The kakur, or barking deer, of the Hlmalayu and the jungles 
and great forests of India, should be compel with the barking 
deer or muntjsc of the Malayan peninsula, Java and China, not 
by individual specimens, but by numerous Instances from tbe 
tame regions. A. L. A.

In a recent Issue of the «. m-lMnsN Timm we find tbe following 
from our old friend, Col. 8klij.>er, on tbe gastronomic value of 
tbe muskrat;

we have no explanation or apology to offer, save the boneat be¬ 
lief that all will ereaturea requiring skill In their capture are 
entitled to a (dace them, and mors particularly when tbeir fieth 
can be converted by the cunning of culinary ehsmlstry Into 
wbolcaorae, dainty food. And snob la preeminently tbe ease 
with tbs musquash, and R would be ao acknowledged by all tbs 
world, aa it la ny tbe few suHgb'aned epienraa, were It not han¬ 
dicapped with the odious aame of rat, to whieb nasty rodent It 
la a grass libel to compare It. 

We have laarnad to esteem our native musquash, while we have 
Inberitod from our Jaeobitlab Virginian ancestry a profound de- 
teatetlon of tbs Hanoverian rab Tbe first Is a lively, Induatrioim, 
frullesoma, social fallow, and tha ehenrsf JMir of Ml mammifare, 
mao himself not exeeptad, whits tbs tetter Is a midalght marau¬ 
der of filthy, gboul-llke kaMts, who fioda hit favorite food In 
human gravaa. 


We wall remember tbs happy aoeidaat which we overeama 
our unjust prajudlea to tte musquash. It waa naany, many 
yean ago la that joyous morning march of Ufa, which now, 
alas 1 must toon come to a halt We were camped In a wilder- 
neas, with a half-bieed Indian, and entirely dependent oo our, or 
rather bit skill In woodcraft for our foo<L For ourselves we 
bad a blank day. The only deer we saw bad "got our wind,” 
and wblaked bit white Bag In defiance a long way out of range. 
Nor did a squirrel, or even a riilpmuok, meet our hungry gaie. 
Long after sundown we were lying dlsraosolato and famishing 
before tbe campfire whan our coppercolored companion came 
In, bearing in hla hand a mnaqnash. In reply to a mingled look 
of Inquiry and disgust, ha asaerted that musquash was " tbe 
sweetest and beat meat that ever ran on four lege," and then 
proceeded to drem and cook hit game, much to our horror. But 
presently a pleasant and seduetlva aroma pervaded tbe air, which 
gave Increased sharpness to the gnawinga of a famished stom¬ 
ach, and our prejudices giadnallr gave way to tbe urging of 
our companion and the pleadings of hunger. Tbe carnlverous 
Instincts were to thoroughly aroused that a fat vegetarian might 
have been In danger bad be been within our reach. Seiz¬ 
ing a well-browned bind quarter we made a desperate snap and 
our sharp Incisors—alas! long since worn to stamps—sank deep 
into tbe detested fieth of tbe detested rodent. But oh I ye gods 
of gastronomy, wbat a delightful surprise I What a new and de¬ 
licious sensation I What a grand gastronomic discovery I We 
ate more than our share of the feast and craved for more, and 
from that time forth, knife and fork In hand, we have been ready 
to maintain against all comers that musquash is ” tbe sweetest 
and best meat that runs on four legs.” Since becoming ac¬ 
quainted with the edible excellence of the musquash we have 
made tbe history of the creature a special study. With habits 
veiy similar to those of bis near relative, tbe beaver, be la not 
near so aby; be does sot shun, as does the castor, the near 
vicinity of man, find may still be found In great numbers in the 
most populous districts, within the sound of the church bells 
and tbe shilll whistle of the locomotive. Where the conforma¬ 
tion of the ground will permit, be excavates great tunnels under 
the banks of ponds or streams, taking care to conceal tbe en¬ 
trance beneath tbe water, and this burrowing propensity makes 
him a nuisance to the engineer, as It Is often destructive to tbe 
most costly hydraulic works, such aa canal banks, mlll-dsma and 
cansewaya, and In this connection we may state tbe curious 
fact that tbe first great breach of trust on the part of a Federal 
officer recorded In our history may be clearly traced to muskrats. 

There are few of our readers wbo have not seen tbe magnifi¬ 
cent expanse of marsh extending from Newark to Jersey City on 
tbe way to New York. Under Jackson’s administration a high 
government official In New York conceived tbe Idea of redeeming 
these marshes from the tidal flow by a system of dikes. The 
prospect of making an enormous profit In a short time led him 
on, step by step, until his own fortune, and that of his relaUves, 
and finally bla honor, waa wrecked In tbe attempt. No dike 
could be made to withstand the ceaseless Industry of tbe musk- 
rate. It waa reserve I for a son of CiocInnaU to solve tbe problem 
of the redemption of the Hackensack manhes. Tbe late Samuel 
Pike converted a wide surface of those quaking bogs Into fat 
pastures and city lots by the simple expedient of sinking sheet- 
iron Into tbe dikes, thus making them Impervious to tbe mus¬ 
quash. 

On the extensive marshes on which he delights to dwell the 
muskrat builds himself a comfortable and symmetrical bouse, 
where, sheltered from tbe cold, he passes the Winter In social 
enjoymenU with bis relatives and their families. Herne tells os 
that he saw no more corions or Interesting sight during bis hyper¬ 
borean explorations <han a large musquasb town on the Illimita¬ 
ble marshes of Hudson's Bay. These bouses were countless In 
number, of a uniform conical shape, and on tbe top of each was 
the nest of a wild goose, where, secure from the predacious fox, 
the gosllns were reared In security, and In friendly fellowship 
with tbe young muskrats. 

Wishing for precise directions in regard to tbe manner of cap¬ 
turing and cooking the muskrat, we applied to Mr. John Swan, 
at Oakland. He referred our letter to Mr. E. W. Qallup, a fine 
specimen of tbe old-fashioned hospitable " tide-water ” Mary¬ 
lander, a great duck shooter and sportsman, aa well acquainted 
with the waters and marshes of the Upper Chesapeake Bay as tbe 
oldest of the Innumerable muskrats who dwell In that sports¬ 
man’s paradise. 

We have before os as we write, two letters from Mr. Gal¬ 
lup, from which wo quote, verbatim, as follows: “In regard 
to tbe muskrat I will give you all tbe necessary requirements to 
make him one of tbe nicest dishes. In my opinion, and also our 
old friend Dr. Troops, as you recollect wheu we made him eat It 
on SpMotla Island for terrapin, he concluded that any one that 
said that muskrat was not go^ was a d—d prejudiced fool, 
which I fully endorse. There are vaiioaa ways of catching 
them. The way the negroes kill the most of them Is to go In the 
marshes In tbe Wlr ter, andVter stopping np their leads to tbeir 
bouses, they then tear tbe bouse down and leave one hole open, 
so that when they must have air and come to tbe surface, they 
either have a dog at the bole or a man with a club or a gig, and 
kill them. 1 have known ten or twelve killed In this way from 
one bouse. Then they sometimes catch them In box traps with 
wlra doors, and also In dead falls set with figure 4. I have abot 
huudreda of them moonlight nights by tying a white rag on the 
muxxle of my gun for a sight, and podr old Trip used to dig 
tbem out of tho bonks In tbo moreb. 

“ In regard to tbe cooking, you must first skin him, and be 
careful to take tbe musk off with the bide; then after washing 
clean, put him In a pot and parboil until done. Then cut him 
up and put him In a saucepan with water snOcient to ii oke a 
stew, and to two rate add one onion, cut up fine; alto a lump of 
batter tbe else of a walnut with hull off. Then take soma flour 
and brown it In a pan tbe color of roost coffee, and qdd aa much 
aa Is necesoory to the stew; do not make It too thick; It should 
not be tbicksr than duck gravy made lu tbe aame way. It makes 
me hungry to think about It” 

In re^y to a aecood letter calling for more explicit directions 
for the removal of musk, frtend OoUnp raplias os foHowa: 

Your friend S — -'a letter la at band, and 1 will try to explain 
tbe mask and wbera to Bod it In tbe first place, in taking the 
bide off you do It 00 aa to prepora It for the market, and It Is 
done as foBowa: Ton take It by one of the bind feet and let some 
one bold tha other foot, then with your knife tilt It from tbe 
bock joint to tha eentar of the toil; iben up the tell four Inchea;

Every little town In Vir¬ 
ginia bad lu race course, with lU roguUr sUted meetings, and 
when the different courts were In seulon, scrub racing with sad¬ 
dle-nags, plow-borsee, and even males, wu tbe order of the day 
and when the Autumn came and the harvests garnered, tbe horn 
of tee huntsman, tee cry of tbe boands, aud the shouts of the 
liortemen resounded through the land. 

An advanced dvllluttoo bu banished tee cockpit, the deeo- 
letloD of civil war bu suppreaeed tee race coureea, but tee pae- 
slon for fox-hunting etlll sarvlvee, though not Id all the glory of 
tee happy ante-bellum dayi. Wo use tbe word " glory ” be¬ 
cause It it a glorious sight to witness tee whirlwind rush across 
the country of thirty couples of well-bred bounds, followed by a 
numerouB field of bold borumen, each struggling for the lead In 
gallsnt bat friendly rivalry. In all tee older Southern States 
quite largo packs, ur fifteen or twenty couples, of hounds, 
owned and mslotalned by single Individuals, or by clubs, were 
common, but geuerslly what were called neighborhood packs 
were made up of contlngeuts of dogs belonging to different gen¬ 
tlemen ; but, as these dogs were sccuatomcd to hunt together, 
they were mutnelly acquainted and worked In concert, end with 
u much discipline u If belonging to the same kennel. 

The non-sporting reader may smile Incredulously at the Idea of 
a mutual tcqualutence beUsen dogs, but a sportsuisu knows 
test there Is as much and as marked Individuality of character 
among dogs as among human beings, and that when they are 
hunting together, whether they be tetters or pointers, terriers or 
boands, an acqualntence with caefa otber la of first-rate Impoi^ 
tance to snccess. In a pack of boands, for InaUnce, It la rare 
that there Is not a liar or two, who will give tongue when there la 
no warrant for It, like a political demieogue or a fellow who 
gives a false alarm of fire. Such a canlue Ananias might do 
mischief by leading tbelr companions astray If wiser members of 
tee pack did not know teem to be liars. Then there are cunning, 
deceitful, Isxy bouni^ who shirk their share of the labor and let 
the other dogs do the bard work, while they cut screes and get 
Into the lead, Instead of honestly and conscientiously following 
on tee trail throngb all Its windings. Such dogs, when detected 
In the writer’s pack, when he owned one, were Inexorably con¬ 
demned to the baiter. Again, lo every pack there are aome In- 
eiperienced young hounds as heedless and as noisy as so many 
school-boys, who will give tongue vociferously on any trail, he It 
hare, ’coon or 'poeeum; but the older veterans give no heed to 
such youthful Indlscretlous. Oo the stubbles we have known a 
steady, staunch old setter to give bis own son a sound walloping 
for making a false point or flushing a bird 

In bunting parlance, In this digression we are " over-running 
the trail,” but we fancy we have estebllshed the Individual moral 
responsibility of tea dog, and we will now ” hark back ” and 
endeavor to give tee patient reader some Idea of a fioutberu fox 
ebaae, though we btve never yet seen tbe pen quite canal to ao 
exciting a theme. r i h au

Then be lay moUonleas for some Ume, when, aa 
If he thought bis prey was dead, he began 
slowly to unwind. He had about half com¬ 
plex thU proceas when the Ull of the raltlo- 
•nake gave a alight quiver. As speedily as be¬ 
fore the black wbiped around him, gave another 
crurting hug, breaking bones as before, and 
again lay moUonleas for a long Ume. Then 
more cauUoualy unwinding, he found the rat- 
Uesnake entirely dead, and began to swallow 
him. He had about half completed this opera¬ 
tion when night began to come and Mr. Lewis 
went on his way.—Richmond, Va., OUpatch. 

Dxad AmnaLs im Fbzmcb.—D ead animals 
are utilized la France. Every portion of a dead 
dog, for instance, la converted to some use; 

It U boUad down for the fat, the skin Is sold to 
glovers, and the bones go to make ” superphos¬ 
phate." In Paris the carcass of a horse la worth 
more than elsewhere. Inasmuch as the working 
classes eat the best portions of the flesh; the 
hair la a well-known refuse used by the up¬ 
holsterer; the hide goee to the tanner to make 
thick leather for bank-ledgers, etc.; the intes¬ 
tines make coarse gut-strings for wheel-bands 
and lathes; the fat, which from a well-condi¬ 
tioned horse amounts to sixty pounds, finds a 
ready market; the hoofs are used either by turn¬ 
ers or makers of Prussian blue; and the bones 
go to manufacturers of Ivory black and to turn¬ 
ers. Even the putrid flesh is allowed to breed 
maggots, which are sold as food to fatten fowls. 
The final residue la used by rat-catchers to trap 
their prey, and the skin of the captured rat finds 1 
a ready sale among farriers on account of Its ' 
delicate fur. A statement that has frequently 
gone the rounds of the papers to the effect that 
most of the " kid" gloves of commerce are made 
from the akin or this rodent la probably untrue, 
since Its small size would preclude Its use tor 
anything but gloves for children.— JfaturaliiU’
